Most balls hit to left field curve 


or spin. This is especially true 
when a curve breaking inside to 
the batter is hit. 


Because the ball keeps fading to 


his right as he runs, the left field- 
er has to get the jump immedi- 
ately. 


It is generally accepted that a 


right-hand thrower plays left field. 
This is because throwing is easier 
for a right-hander in the position. 


He saves a step that might mean 


a lot on a close play. 


A left-handed player has to 


make too many cross-hand catches 
in left field. 


I catch fly balls with my arms 


extended from the face upward. 
I reach for the ball, but with the 
elbows slightly bent. This helps 
me to be relaxed. I guide the ball 
right down into my glove. 


Whenever possible, the outfield- 


er does any necessary footwork 
before the ball is caught. He tries 
to be in position to throw at once. 


Almost all outfielders wear sun 


glasses under the visors of their 
caps. With sun glasses it is pos- 
sible to get used to the glare to 
a certain degree. If the ball gets 
into ,,the sun early, the player 
shifts around. 
By changing the 


angle, the ball has to come out of 
the sun in time for the outfielder 
to catch it.

A veto almost certain- 
ly would be upheld by congress.

Stevenson and his budget experts 
sharpened their pencils and began 
figuring where to cut down so 
the state can pay its bills in the 
two fiscal yeais starting tomor- 
row. 


Stevenson said in a. statement 


"The money necessaiy to finance 
the kind of a program which I 
proposed is not now available " 


The senate's sales tax defeat 


lent weight to talk of a special 
session in late summer or fall 
even as tired lawmakers prepared 
to close their regular six months 
meeting around midnight tonight 
^ The customary clock stopping 
may be needed to cram in remain- 
ing business. 


Tax Reform Ok'd 


Before the final day's work be- 


gan, the assembly completed pas- 
sage of a bill creating a new coun- 
ty office—that of supervisor to 
control property tax assessments 
in all downstate counties except 
St Clair. 


Senate approval by the bare 26 


required votes advanced the bill to 
Stevenson for his okay. 


Lost m the closing shuffle were 


measures to censor comic books 
and to ban school books which 
state officials deemed subversive. 


Major bills awaiting a decision 


included those to outlaw Commun- 
ism in Illinois.

Britain'* lords voted .last nifht 
to stall government effort! to 
nationalize the iron and steel 
industry, but their action had 
little power to stop the labor 
regime from going ahead with its 
program. 


The lords voted 89 to 22 to put 


off the date for taking over in- 
dutsry from May 1, 1950 to Qct. 
1, 1950. A general election must 
be held before August. 1950. The 
conservatives, who are publicly 
pledged to kill the bill then would 
have a chance at taking power. 


There is however, little if any- 


thing the HOUSR of Lords can do 
to stop the labor government's 
plans to take over the iron and 
steel industry by May 1.
